The cover was 
designed by senior Tyrone Davis, who won the Yearbook Cover Competition 
in September 1994. Runner-up Kathy Harris, a senior, has her picture of a 
Baron featured on the endsheets and on all theme pages of the book. 

The book was 8 1/2 inches by 11 inches with 124 pages, including four 
sewn in autograph pages at the back of the book. The base ink color is black 
and the book featured 80 pound glossy paper. The standard type was 
Helvetica #104 including headlines - 24 point, copy - 10 point, and captions - 8 
point. Senior names were printed in 12 point italic Palatino. The book was 
designed on the computer with the Yeartech Program for the first time. 

Jostens-Hunter publishing printed the book from its Winston-Salem, N.C., 
plant and mug shots were provided by LifeTouch. The book sold for $27 with 
a regular cover and $30 if a person’s name was on the front.
